Notices

the four quarters of the globe showing 
that the nations, as a rule, are prepared 
10 A'Sume an attitude of strict neutral­ 
ity U8 between the United States and 
6f)aiu iu the present struggle. 
In most 
casi’s they were in answer to the iden­ 
tical note sent out by the state dopart- 
cukit to all United States embassies and 
leir« itious, instructing them to inform 
the gov ernments to which they were 
•ccredited that war has existed since 
April 21. 
Great Britain always has 
taken an adv ance stand in the principles 
of neutrality, so that it was with great 
Interest that the news w’as receiv ed 
here of tUe terms of the neutrality 
proclamation issued in London. 
Ou tlie whole, the officials are dis­ 
posed to take the v iew that a strict ad­ 
herence by Great Britain to these rules 
will be rather more adv autagiKius to the 
United States than to Spain, particu­ 
larly as we are now operating in the 
nav al sense close to our own base of* 
•nppHes, aud iu all probability soon will 
cut Spain oif from the two bases that 
ibe now has iu the neighborhood of 
Cuba. 
Tlie president issued a proclamation 
laying down rules as to the seizure of 
prizes, and the result, it is believ ed, 
Will be the release of some of the ships 
already capturi^d, though it will bo for 
ibe prize courts to determine in each 
case whether the conditions under which 
the ship was captured are such as to 
warrant rel» use.

Cod on Aril Wednesday. 
Once a year, on Ash Wednesday, the 
Anglicans of all the middle class eat 
salt fish, aud this salt fish is always 
cod. Shrove Tuesday is a kind of Lon­ 
don fish shop festival, in which the 
whole of the “ decoration” is salt cod 
and half lemons. 
The cod are salted in 
the shops, being split and very lightly 
but sufficiently salted, with a view to 
imparting flavor rather than to preserv­ 
ing the fish. They are then rolled loose­ 
ly and elegantly aud a lemon laid upon 
each. 
The origin of the lemon is diffi­ 
cult to trace. 
Egg sauce, and not lem­ 
ons, is the traditional “ relish” with 
salt cod, the eggs being also a survival 
of the old Lenten list of fare. 
Possibly 
the lemons were originally part of the 
surplus stock laid in for the previous 
feast of pancakes on Shrove Tuesday.— 
Cornbin Magazine.

Its record is ma de up a nd in it 
there is little to ca use the session to be 
long remembered. At noon toda y Lieu­ 
tena nt Governor J ones a nd Spea ker 
Ma son dropped their ga vels for the la st 
time a nd decla red their respective bodies 
a djourned sine die 
A big sigh of re­ 
lief went up from the sta te house a nd 
indica tions a re tha t a ma joritv of the 
people feel the sa me wa y . On a ccount 
of the cha ra cter of the bills introduced 
this legisla ture ha s kept a grea t ma ny 
people on the a nxious sea t, but a s wra s 
predicted ea rly in the session nt» ne of 
these fla ngerou.s bills were ena cted into 
la w a nd little da ma ge wa s done. 
The rea l business of the session w a s 
pra ctica lly concluded la st 
Sa turda y . 
Short sessions of house a nd sena te were 
held y esterda y a fternoon a nd a few 
bills were pa ssed. This morning, how- 
ever, w’a s given up to the necessa ry 
routine ma tters concluding the session 
a nd a n hour to fa rewell socia l a menitie.s 
The belligerents la id down their a rms 
a nd numerous speeches were ma de ex- 
pr« |Ssing the felicity of the fa ctions. 
Governor J ones a nd Spea ker Ma son 
tha nked the bodies over which they pre­ 
side for the decorum a nd considera tion 
with which they ha d been trea ted dur­ 
ing the try ing da y s of the winter, a nd 
a ll wa s ha rmony . Ha ndsome gifts were 
presented to the presiding officers of 
both bra nches a nd to the chief clerks. 
After the session wa s over the mem­ 
bers spent a nother hour bidding la st 
fa rewells a nd sifted gra dua lly a wa y 
until most of the members were speed- 
irg a wa y to their homes. 
This session ha s been noted for the 
la rge number of “ cra nk” a nd reform 
bills introduced, a nd the pa ssa ge of 
a lmost none of these mea sures.

session opened up with a bitter broil 
over the election of a United Sta tes 
sena tor a nd the feeling engendered a t 
tha t time ha s ha d a n effect ou the work 
of the entire session 
The fa ctions 
never united a nd the result wa s con­ 
tinua l fighting a nd little legisla tion en­ 
a cted. 
The only nota ble reform a ccomplished 
wa s the pra ctica l a bolishment of ca pita l 
punishment a s a ma nda tory pena lty for 
murder in the first degree. One more 
vote would ha ve brought a bout the en- 
tire a bolishment of judicia l murder in 
the sta te 
The house pa ssed such a bill 
a nd the sena te stood a tie on the prop­ 
osition. 
The result wa s a compromise 
in the sha pe of the Sulliva n-Riley bill 
which provides tha t when a jury finds 
a pewion guilty of murder in the first 
degree a nd recommends him to the 
mercy of the cxiurt, the judge ma y sen­ 
tence him to life imprisonmeut, instea d 
of to the electric cha ir. This bill pa ssed 
both houses a nd beca me a la w. 
A la rge a mount of a nti-corpora tion 
legisla tion wa s introduced but only one 
bill of consequence wa s ma de into la w. 
This wa .s the a nti-trnst bill a nd it is a 
most sweeping a ct 
If its provisions 
a re ca rried out it will be unla wful for 
a iiv of the big commercia l combina tions 
to do business in Ohio, unless they ma ke 
a n entire revision of their methods of 
doing business. 
In this cla ss of legisla tion ma y be 
mentioned the repea l of the Rogers 
street ra ilw’a v la w giving mmiicipa lities 
a uthority to gra nt fifty y ea r fra nchises 
to strict ra ilwa y s tha t <*onsolida te. 
The most importa nt bill a ffecting the 
opera tion of the government of the 
sta te wa s the McKinnon bill pla cing in 
the ha nds of the a ttorney genera l a ll of 
the lega l business of the sta te.

The opening of the wa r da ring the 
session of the legisla tnre resulted in the 
pa ssa ge of a bill a ppropria ting one mil­ 
lion of dolla rs for wa r purposes, a nd the 
equipment a nd orga niza tion of the Na t­ 
iona l Gua rd on a W’a r footing. The pol­ 
icy of the president a nd congress in the 
prelimina ry negotia tions with Spa m wa s 
a lso endorsed by the legisla ture.

Columbus, April 27 —The Seventy- 
third general assembly is a thing of the 
past. Its record is made up and in it 
there is little to cans© the session to be 
long remembered. At noon today Lieu­ 
tenant Governor Jones and Speaker 
Mason dropped their gavels for the last 
time and declared their respective bodies 
adjourned sine die. 
A big sigh of re­ 
lief went up from the state house and 
indications are that a majority of the 
people feel the same way. On account 
of the character of tho bills introduced 
this legislature has kept a great many 
people on the anxious seat, but as was 
predicted early in the session none of 
these dangerous bills were enacted into 
law and little damage was done. 
The real business of the session w as 
practically concluded last 
Saturday, 
Short sessions of house and senate were 
held yesterday afternoon and a few 
bills were passed. This morning, how­ 
ever, was given up to the necessary 
routine matters concluding the session 
and an hour to farewell social amenities. 
Tho belligerents laid down their arms 
and numerous speeches were made ex­ 
pressing the felicity of the factions. 
Governor Jones and Speaker Mason 
thanked the bodies over which they pre­ 
side for the decorum and consideration 
with which they had been treated dur­ 
ing tho trying days of the winter, and 
all was harmony. Handsome gifts were 
presented to the presiding officers of 
both branches and to the chief clerks. 
After the session was over the mem­ 
bers spent another hoar bidding last 
farewells and sifted gradually away 
until most of the members were speed- 
irg away to their homes. 
This session has been noted for the 
large number of “crank” and reform 
bills introduced, and the passage of 
almost none of these measures. 
The 
session opened ap with a bitter broil 
over the election of a United States 
senator aud the feeling engendered at 
that time has had an effect on the work 
of the entire session 
The factions 
never nuited and the result was con­ 
tinual fighting aud little legislation en­ 
acted. 
The only notable reform accomplished 
was the practical abolishment of capital 
punishment as a mandatory penalty for 
murder in the first degree. One more 
vote would have brought about the en­ 
tire abolishment of judicial murder rn 
the state 
The house passed such a bill 
and the senate stood a tie on the prop­ 
osition. The result was a compromise 
iu the shape of the Snllivan-Riley bill 
which provides that when a jury finds 
a person guilty of murder in the first 
degree and recommends him to the 
mercy of the coart, the judge may sen­ 
tence him to life imprisonment, instead 
of to the electric chair 
This bill passed 
both houses aud became a law. 
A large amount of anti-corporation 
legislation was introduced but only one 
bill of consequence was made into law. 
This was the anti-trust bill and it is a 
most sweeping act 
If its provisions 
are carried out, it will be unlawful for 
any of the big commercial combinations 
to do business in Ohio, unless they make 
an entire revision of their methods of 
doiug business. 
In this class of legislation may be 
mentioned the repeal of the Rogers 
street railwav law giving municipalities 
authority to grant fifty year franchises 
to street railways that consolidate. 
The most important bill affecting the 
operation of the government or the 
state was the McKinnon bill placing in 
the hands of the attorney general all of 
the legal business of the state. This is 
a radical reform and will revolutionize 
methods cif work in several of the state 
departments. 
Among the most important acts of the 
legislature was the passage of a joint 
resolution declaring that the centennial 
of the admission of Ohio into the union 
shall be celebrated with a grand exposi­ 
tion in 1906. and the location of that 
exposition at Toledo 
If present plans 
are not interfered with by the war this 
big show will be second only to the 
World's Fair held in Chicago 
The legislature also decided to build 
another state building at Columbus to 
ooflt $400,000. This is intended to re-

some legislation, the best of which was 
a bill by Mr. Rankin, of Clark county, 
providing for the construction of bicycle 
paths by county commissioners. Under 
this act the commissioners are authorized 
to levy a tax of ll per year on all bicy­ 
cles in the county, and to use the money 
exclusively for the construction of bicy­ 
cle paths 
The opening of the war during the 
session of the legislature resulted in the 
passage of a bill appropriating one mil­ 
lion of dollars for war purposes, and the 
equipment and organization of the Nat­ 
ional Guard on a war footing. The pol­ 
icy of the president and congress in the 
preliminary negotiations w ith Spain was 
also endorsed by the legislature. 
Among other general laws of conse­ 
quence may be mentioned the bill pro­ 
viding for the colonization of feeble­ 
minded adnlts; providing for the educa­ 
tion of the deaf in every county; an 
amendment to the Workman law so as 
to return to the three director system in 
the townships; the extension of the 
state canal commission for two years 
longer; authorizing the appointment of 
women as notaries public; authorizing 
the ase of ballot machines in elections; 
giving circuit courts final jurisdiction 
in judgments involving not more than 


1500. 
Tho striking features of local legisla­ 
tion were the passage of several radical 
municipal ripper bills, notable among 
which 
were 
those 
for Cincinnati, 
Hamilton aud Portsmouth ; also a large 
amount of bonds authorized for the city 
of Cleveland. 
Althongh not a matter of legislation, 
the election of Marcus A. Hanna as 
United States senator may be mentioned 
among the stirring achievements of the 
assembly. 
Many more bills of minor importance 
were passed, bat those mentioned above 
compose the list of measures that are of 
vital importance. 
There were important movements to 
reduce the rates of railroad fare and to 
place county officers on salary, bat both 
failed.
